Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Winston Hsu argued the secondary reference needed to be applied 
in whole. Mr Hsu argued that all of the features of the secondary reference needed to be combined for the rejection to 
be complete, and that the secondary reference would need to have three electrodes rather than two electrodes. 

Examiners maintained the secondary reference was properly considered in whole, and it provided reason, suggestion, 
and motivation to modify the primary reference and thereby establishes a prima faci case of obviousness per 
rejections. Examiners noted that Applicant's claims are in comprising format, so the additional structural features of the 
secondary reference could also have been added to the device of the primary reference to read on the invention as 
presently broadly claimed. Examiners also noted that Winston Hsu did not argue against the equivalence established 
by the rejections. Examiners maintain the additional structural features of the secondary reference are transparent to 
the proper grounds of rejection.
